PROSPECT OFCOIIf6CiOPS 


ESTIMATE A » PER CENT AP- 


PLE CROP FOR ADAMS. 


Estimates for Apple, P«ack and Po- 


tato Crop Skow Results For tko 


Farmer. 


Pennsylvania apple growers esti- 


mate their production this year will 
average 34 per cent of a normal or 
full crop, according to a statement 
issued by L. H. Wible, director, Bu- 
reau of Statistics, Pennsylvania De- 
partment of Agriculture. Last year, 
on the corresponding date, the or- 
chard prospects were 66 per cent of 
normaL 


Early varieties fared best this 
spring:, having bloomed arid "set" be- 
fore the excessive moisture conditions 
brought on the serious scab infesta- 
tion that occurred early in June. On 
July 1 there were prospects of a 56 
per cent normal crop of early varie- 
ties, as compared with prospects of 
67 per cent fast year. 


The average for all orchards re- 


porting estimates for Adams county 
was 39 per cent; Franklin, 26 per 
cent, and York, 48 per cent. 
The 


July prospects of the 50 orchards in 
this section, comprising the principal 
commercial apple counties of the 
State, average 33 per cent as com- 
pared with 68 per cent normal crop 
prospects in July of last year. 
Varieties reported below the aver- 


age condition of 34 per cent in the 
orchards covered were York Imperial, 
Ben Davis, Baldwin, and Northern 
Spy. The first two •nentioned were 
particularly hard bit by the unusu- 
ally prolonged we: weather, which 
prevented proper fertilization, fos- 
tered an unusually heavy outbreak of 
scab, and caused 
a heavy Jane 
'•drop." The weather was so unfa- 
vorable that spraying was virtually 
out of the question as an effective 
cheek. 
Staymans and Jonathans were in 
slightly better condition than the 
average run of the orcKards, while 
Grimes and Rome Beauty varieties 
were only a trine lower than the 
prospects in July. 1923. Greening's 
and Ganos were two varieties indi- 
cating a better outlook than one year 
ago. 


Pennsylvania's peach 
crop this 


year will be about ~ 1.856.000 bushels, 
according to estimates compiled by 
the ir ederal-State crop reporting1 ser- 
vice. Based on July 1 conditions, the 
peacfe crop will be 75 per cent of a 
full crop, but it will fall below last 
year's production by about 50,000 
bushels. 


This forecast, issued by Paul L. 


Koenig. the joint agricultural statis- 
tician, indicated that the 1924 crop 
may be influenced by wearier condi- 
tions during July so that it may ac- 
tually exceed the production of last 
year. The outlook, he said, has been 
splendid so far this season. 
Last 


July there were prospects of a 72 per 
cent crop, and the ten-year average 
condition for the same date is 55 per 
cent. 


A survey of the prospects in the 


producing districts east of the Rocky 
Mountains shows that the 1924 peach 
crop will be the largest since 1915. 
The country-wide production is ex- 
pected to be 53.701,000 bushels, 8,- 
000,000 bushels more than the pro- 
duction last season. 


The Georgia crop is being market- 
ed at the present time, and it wifl 
amount 
to 
more than 
7,500,000 


bushels, a fifty per cent increase over 
last year. 


A decrease of 40,000,000 bushels in 


the 1924 potato crop of the country 
below last year's production is indi- 
cated by the Federal estimates of 
July 1. the estimated total production 
being "372,968.000 as compared with 
412,392,000 bushels for the 1923 crop. 
The crop of last year was above the 
average in size, so that the prospect 
for 1924 is only slightly below the 
usual amount. 


The decrease is fairly uniform over 


the entire country, including every 
important late producing area, ac- 
cording to a joint statement made by 
the Pennsylvania and Federal depart- 
ments of agriculture. The estimated 
acreage is 98.3 per cent of last year 
and the condition of the crop practi- 
cally the same as in July 1923, but 
1.1 per cent below the 10-year aver- 
age- 


Owing: to the backward season, the 


figures from the important northern 
producing states are of value chiefly 
as an indication of the acreage 
planted and the first-growth of the 
crop rather than of the actual size of 
the final production. 


Pennsylvania farms not only sup- 


ply the smaller markets of the state 
with potatoes but they also comprise 
the largest single source of supply 
for the cities of the state. The 
acreage of potatoes in Pennsylvania 
this year is estimated to be 244,000 
acres and the condition of the crop 
on July 1 was 84 per cent of normal, 
indicating a production of 22,546,000 
bushels.

This well written book of war let- 
ters, scrawled while shells were roar- 
ing overhead, and polished after the 
Armistice, ought to be in everybody's 
hands. We're forgetting too, too 
rapidly our soldiers and what they 
did for us. The little book isn't a 
raw head and bloody bones affair at 
all, though here and there the young 
author dips his pen in gore- ''The 
last day of the war was like the day 
of the Last Judgment," s_ays Wagon- 
er Tom. "Infantry coming in; legs 
and arms gone, red bleeding holes in 
the faces once lit up by eyes, now 
blinded forever. I shall hear for- 
evermore some of those sightless 
doughboys sobbing out the name of 
their mother."' It's all very merry 
in the main, a real boy's narrative, 
while he's doing a man's heroic work. 
He even describes a scrub baseball 
game at a base hospitaL He fur- 
nishes little snapshots of life in the 
trenches—the Bavarian kiddie who 
stole into the service somehow; the 
beautiful girl who fought for the 
Kaiser and was shot, and then bleed- 
ing to death, fought for her honor. 
A real Yankr's comments on every- 
thing from cooties to Camels.

where pigs are kept on alfalfa pas- 
ture and they receive no grain feeds 
at all. they actually starve to death. 
Many farmers have the mistaken 
idea that if they provide good pas- 
ture for their hogs it is not necessary 
to feed them grain. County Agent 
Underwood points out. 
It has also been found that much 


more profitable gains have been made 
where the pigs were on full feed 
than where the ration was limited. 
It was also found that pigs fed a 
moderate or full feed oa pasture were 
in a condition to make more profit- 
able use of a full finishing ration in 
the fall and winter than pigs fed a 
light ration on pasture. 


The most practicable and profitable 


way of feeding market bogs on pas- 
ture is to provide them with a self- 
feeder with shelled corn in one com- 
partment and tankage or fish meal 
in another, according to Pennsylvania 
State College animal husbandry spec- 
ialists. Breeding animals should not 
be sriven corn in a self-feeder, as they 
will become too fat. The hogging-off 
of corn in the early fall should not 
be overlooked where it is possible to 
do it.

There was a gen- 
eral barn cleaning in May and cam- 
paigns are under way now to pre- 
pare grain bins so that they are tight 
enough for thorough fumigation, and 
to urce farmers to thresh the wheat 
as early as possible. The weather of 
last year was also favorable for re- 
tarding moth development, and two 
such year? in succession will do much 
to control the pest.

County Agent Underwood announces 
that observations over the state in- 
dicate that tlie late cabbage probably 
will be affected by the maggot to an 
even greater extent than the early 
cabbage- 


He advises that the easiest control 


method at this time is the use of 
corrosive sublimate, 
which may be 


secured from any druggist. Dissolve 
an ounce" of the sublimate in eight 
gallons of water and pour a half cup- 
ful at the base of each cabbage plant 
in the garden. The soil about the 
base of the plants should be loosen- 
ed up so that the solution will soak 
in around the roots instead of run- 
ning away from the plants.
